After-Final Amendment 

1 . The amendment after final rejection filed on 5/20/2009 has been entered. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 5/20/2009 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 



Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art could not 
alone or in combination anticipate or make obvious an apparatus for sterilizing containers 
including a sterilizing unit with a rotating turret with a plurality of work stations, each work 
station including pliers for holding and overturning the containers, with nozzle means connected 
to the plier means, the nozzle entering the opening of the container and spraying sterilizing agent 
therein. 

The most pertinent prior art, BOUCHER, discloses a method and apparatus for filling 
containers until a weighing device at a weighing station indicates the container is full. 
BOUCHER does not disclose a sterilizing unit with a nozzle that sprays sterilizing agent into the 
containers. ACHHAMMER discloses a method and apparatus for bottling in which the bottles 
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are moved through a disinfecting station prior to filling. ACHHAMMER does not disclose using 
workstations including pliers for holding and overturning the containers, with nozzle means 
connected to the plier means, the nozzle entering the opening of the container and spraying 
sterilizing agent therein. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
